Along  with  many  other  recreationa.1  and  economic  'resources, 
our  National  Forests  contain  many  thousand  miles  of  fine 
fishing  streams  - some  of  the  finest  in  the  country.  With 
the  followers, of  Izaac  Walton  in  this  country  numbering 
many  millions,  it  has  become  a serious  problem  to  keep  some 
of  the  more  accessible  streams  in  the  National  Forests 
adequately  stocked  with  fisho  And  again,  forest  fires 
and  destructive  use  of  forest  land  in  the  past,  have 
adversely  affected  many  streams  and  reduced  their  capacity 
for  carrying  fish.  So,  the  United  States  Forests  Service, 
and  cooperating  agencies , are  carrying  on  extensive  work 
to  restock  depleted  fishing  streams,  to  maintain  stream 
conditions  that  make  for  good  fishing,  and  to  apply  stream 
improvement  measures  that  will  Increase  the  carrying 
capacity  of  streams  for  fish.
